friends and neighbors and mem- 
bers of the Grand-Detour Union 
church, was, as Glen expressed 
it, "four times bigger than any- 
one expected. Why, even some 
of the items 10 years old sold for 
more than they could be pur- 
chased new."

The auction came about when his 


friends rallied others in Mt. Mor- 
ris, Polo, Grand Detour, Oregon 
and Dixon, plus the rural areas to 
the consideration of the plight of 
the Reigle family. 


Their son, Glen Jr., 8, was 


burned June 28 when a can of 
gasoline became afire Physicians 
adjudged that 60 percent of his 
body was burned. The parents were 
told frankly that "Butch" could 
not live. 


It was a heroic struggle. Mrs. 


Reigle. within days after git ing 
birth to her fifth son, donated 
skin so that "Butch" could live. 
He did live and is now in the 
Illinois Central Hospital, Chica- 
go, for continuing treatment. Doc- 
tors called his recovery a mir- 
acle. 
The proceeds from this humani- 


tarian auction will go to pay for 
the doctor bills. And they'll cover 
most of them to date, the boy's 
father says. 


This tremendous showing of com- 


munity spirit gives the family 
greater courage for the days ahead. 
Mr. and Mrs. Reigle will need 
courage—plenty of it 
"Butch," 


who is improving physically, re- 
mains semi-conscious. His brain 
may have been affected by the 
great ordeal. A damaged spinal 
nerve may have caused it. 


"I figure the Lord has helped 


in greatly,'' sajs his dad. "I 
think he'll help us the rest of the 
way. 
We're counting on him."

WASHINGTON (Pi— Secretary of State Dulles said today American 


forces would be justified m defending some Nationalist-held islands be- 
tween Formosa and the Chinese mainland from any Communist at- 
tack. 


Dulles told a news conference I 
_____ 


it would be up to American mil- 
itary leaders to decide which is- 
lands m addition to Formosa they 
want to defend. 


Dulles spoke up in the face of 


talk by Peipmg of "liberating" 
*he Island of Formosa, now held 
by Chiang Kai-Shek and the Chi- 
nese Nationalists. U. S. leaders 
have been inclined to discount the 
Peiping talk. 


President Eisenhower already is 


on record as saying the U. S. 7th 
Fleet would protect Formosa from 
a Red attack. Dulles appeared to 
be extending this line of reason- 
ing by including some of the small- 
er Chiang-held islands near For- 
mosa. 


In talking about Europe, Dulles 


told newsmen he deeply regrets 
France's unwillingness to agree 
with five other western European 
countries on the European Army 
plan. But he said he has not given

RIO DE JANEIRO 


Brazil's old iron man, Getulio 
Vargas, sent a bullet through 
tiis heart and died in his pal- 
ace today after 58 generals 
forced him to quit as presi- 
dent. 


"To the wrath of my enemies I 


leave the legacy of my death," 
said a note left by. the 71-year-old 
chief of the world's fourth largest 
country. 


"I take the sorrow of not being 


able to give to the humble all that 
1 wished."' 


Vargas stepped down from the 


presidency at dawn and shot him- 
self at 8141 a.m. (5:41 a.m. CST) 
in his quarters at Catete Palace, 
the Brazilian white house. Gen. 
Caido Da Castro, chief of his mili- 
tary staff, was with him. Pohca 
said Vargas suddenly whipped a 
pistol from his pocket and shot, 
dying almost immediately. 


Fulfills I'romise 


He thus fulfilled a promise h« 


had made Sunday night — that he 
would leave office only under ar- 
rest or dead. That was after 26 
general officers of the air force 
asked him to resign to calm a 
tense political and military situa- 
tion. Today 32 general officers of 
the army joined in the demand for 
Vargas' ouster. 


The army officers' petition was 


presented to Vargas this morning 
at Catete Palace. It was announced 
the President, who came to power 
m 1930 and ruled all but five year* 
since then, had agreed to ask Con- 
gress for a leave of absence. Four 
hours later he w*s dead. 


Joao Cafe Filho. vice president 


since 1951, was in line to succeed 
Vargas. 


Began With Shouting

The 
white skin swells and sloughs off 
in some areas, leaving ugly scars. 
The bent way to prevent this con- 
dition is to provide as much shade 
as possible for animals on pas- 
tures. 


St. Johnsworl, rape and buck- 


wheat cause a similar condition 
when light skinned animals eat 
them during the flowering stag*. 
So keep your stock away while 
these plants are blooming. Other- 
wise the animals may lose their 
h a i i . get a sunburn and become 
blistered. 


These symptoms resemble those 


for several livestock diseases. If 
they appear in your herd, call your 
veterinarian at once, and move 
the animals off pasture into a 
shady place.

Farmers will have around 10 per

Otherwise, if the animals 
are infected, they may pass dis- 
ease to your own home herds. 


Just to be sure that new breed- 


ing stock doesn't have disease, iso- 
late them form your own herds for 
30 days and have your veterinar- 
ian retest them. If nothing shows 
up in that time, add them to your 
regular herds. 


Here's an additional note on 


feeder cattle: When they arrive, 
give them plenty of water and a 
medium-quality hay. Start feeding 
them grain gradually after a few 
days. Don't turn them out on le- 
gume pastures when they first ar- 
rive, or bloat may take a heavy 
toll.

techniques, we have a marked advantage in flying range. 


Spaatz believes that if war came while we were in our 


present relative numerical position with the Soviet air force, 
a high percentage of American planes would get through to 
Russian4argets but a relatively small share of Russian 
planes would be successful in missions against America. 


Perhaps not all our aviation experts would be as opti- 


mistic, but it is admittedly heartening to have a man of 
Spaatz's stature voice this confidence. 


He does not mean, however, to lull us into complacency. 


Soviet capability in intercontinental strategic warfare 
is 


increasing, he says, and with that improvement Russia s nu- 
merical advantage in planes will become steadily more ci iti- 
cal for America. 
If their capabilities should ever rise to equal ours, then 


air power as a war deterrent would depend strictly on numer- 
ical superiority, in Spaatz's view. Consequently, he feels, 
we must match the Soviet advances with further technical 
gains of our own. and at the same time must boost our plane 
numbers substantially. 
Obviously, if this is an acceptable analysis (and non- 


experts are not well placed to assail it), we cannot talk much 
economy in Air Force expenditures so long as the Soviet 
Union goes on enlarging its air arm and developing improved 
understanding of strategic warfare. 


Evidently it is not safe to ride forever on the idea that 


we can get along with fewer and better planes 
When the 


enemy nearly matches you technically, as Russia some day 
might do, then numbers count. 


Made It the Hard Way 


A lot of Americans might ask to be forgiven for not 


knowing that former President Hoover, had a son named 
Herbert, Jr. This situation will soon be remedied, for he 
has now been confirmed by the Senate as the next Under- 
secretary of State. 


Like his father, Herbert Hoover, Jr., has been a success- 


ful mining engineer and businessman. One would be temp- 
ted to think of him as something of a youth, but he is ac- 
tually 51. ' 


He had not been in the public eye, nor had there been 


until recently any chance to observe what talent he might 
have for public affairs. But some months-, back he quietly 
undertook a very tough assignment—trying to work out an 
oil settlement with the relatively new, post-Mossadegh 
government of Iran. 


Quietly and judiciously, the younger Hoover plugged 


away. He is credited widely with being a key factor in the 
solution finally and happily arrived at. 
His skill in negotia- 


tions at Tehran led directly to his appointment by President 
Eisenhower to succeed the retiring Gen. Walter Bedell Smith 
at the State Department.

fice patterned after the U. S. Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency. This of- 
fice would control all the nation's 
undercover organizations and han- 
dle both political and military in- 
telligence. John, as FBI director, 
handled only political snooping. 


As boss of 4.000 American-paid 


spies. Gehlen has no official capa- 
city in West Germany although 
he is one of Adenauer's trusted 
advisers on intelligence matters 
and the Soviet Union. 


If the Gehlen forces fail to push 


through their plan for a super- 
spy outfit, they intend to push him 
for the post of director of mili- 
tary intelligence in a future de- 
fense ministry.

Second in a Series: 
Ike Acts to Put Private 
Industry Into Key Role 


Administration Ends 
Big Government Era 


By STERLING F. GREEN 


WASHINGTON (J) — With four 


•olid chunks of legislation. Con- 
gress has put a foundation under 
the economic prog-ram that Pres- 
ident Eisenhov/er stands for: one 
in which private industry, not big 
government, in Intended to create 
the jobs and payrolls. 


The four were the tax, farm, 


housing and atomic bills. All were 
geared to the philosophy of whit- 
tling down Washington's role as 
the central fountainhead of eco- 
nomic supports and cotnrols. 
_ . 


A fifth measure, the broadening 


of social, security, was evidence 
that the administration hopes to 
preserve and strengthen that pro- 
gram achieved under 20 years of 
Democratic rule. 


There was a sixth item, which 


might be fully as significant as the 
others. It is something Congress 
didn't do. 


It didn't rush to turn on the 


money pumps when the country's 
record-breaking prosperity began 
to ebb. 


Still Inflationary 


But, in the view of many econo- 


mists, Congress left the govern- 
ment's cperations still mildly in- 
flationary. The spending program 
that 
Eisenhower 
proposed, 
and 


Congress largely approved, figures 
to outrun tax collections. 


Some officials believe the feder- 


al deficit next June 30 will be 
closer to five billion dollars than 
the 52,900.000,000 officially forecast. 


The Eisenhower program steered 


close enough to the middle of the 
road to win some Democratic sup- 
port in many cases. But there 
were Democrats who criticized 
much of the program as being 
slanted in favor of big business. 


They fought unsuccessfully for 


across-the-board tax relief in the 
lower income brackets. They also 
backed high, rigid crop price sup- 
ports. 


In more details, the major eco- 


nomic measures produced by the 
session were these: 


TAX REVISION 


In actual savings to businessmen 


and wage earners—a SI.363.000.000 
reduction in the first year and 
more later—the law does not com- 
pare in impact with the five-billion 


dollar slash in income and corpor- 
ate taxes Jan. 1. 


But 
Eisenhower 
calls it 
the 


"keystone" of his program 
be- 


cause o£ its potential stimulus to 
production and employment — by 
encouragement of investment, new 
plant construction and incentive to 
large industrial payrolls. 


The law gives relief to families 


hit 
by 
medical 
costs, 
work- 


ing mothers who must pay for 
child care, retired persons living 
on pensions, parents whose chil- 
dren are helping to earn their col- 
lege educations, and many small- 
er groups. 
Stockholders are excused 
from 


all tax on the first $50 of dividends 
paid them. Four per cent of any 
additional dividend income may be 
deducted from the tax payment. 


THE HOUSING LAW 


I 
In the Housing Act of 1954, Eis- 


enhower got a big bill which, some 
housing experts believe, may jog 
home builders into building 1,400.- 
000 new homes in 1955. That would 
be the biggest year in history. 


The law puts home ownership on 


a 5 per cent down and 30-years- 
to-pay basis. 


The act also will make it easier 


to sell used houses. -The terms 
are 10 per cent down and 30 years 
to pay on modest dwellings, instead 
of 20 per cent and 20 years of 
payment. 


THE FARM PROGRAM 


In winning enactment of a pro- 


gram of "flexible" crop price sup- 
ports, the administration scored a 
substantial victory. 


Rigid 90 per cent price supports 


on major farm products—Cotton, 
wheat, corn, peanuts and rice — 
were scuttled in favor of adjust- 
able supports ranging from 82'2 
to 90 per cent. 


With the new law the adminis- 


tration hopes to discourage 
the 


production of huge surpluses and 
begin working off some of the 6U 
billion dollars worth of farm prod- 
ucts held in government storage. ^ 


ATOMIC ENERGY 


The act broke the government's 


monopoly on atomic energy by per- 


mitting private firms to own atom- 
ic reactors, 
which will be the 


"furnaces" for generating electric 
power; to own and use nuclear 
materials; to sell by-product atom- 
ic materials to the government: 
and to obtain patents on their own 
atomic inventions within 
certain 


limits. It also permits freer ex- 
change of atomic information with 
Allies.
